Winnipeg Hangar 
and 9 Airplanes 
Destroyed by Fire 


Winnipeg, March 5:-—A fleet of 
Western Canada Airways planes per- 
ished in a fire late Wednesday that 
totally destroyed the company’s 
huge hanger at Stevenson Field, St. 
James, causing damage estimated 
at close to $1,000,000. Flames broke 
out following an explosion in the 
hangar. Officials had not  deter- 
mined early Wednesday night what 
had caused the explosion. 

More than a dozen mechanics and 
workers escaped from the building 
without injury as the blaze quickly 
spread. No one was seriously burn- 
ed, though minor injuries were  re- 
ported having been suffered by fire 
fighters. Four automobiles, stand- 
ing inside the structure were also 
destroyed. 

Witnesses of the outbreak believed 
the blast occurred in the gasoline 
tank of one of the machines. 

Eight hundred gallons of gasoline 
stored outside the building, failed to 
explode, though the tanks broke into 
flame shortly after the blaze started.

Russia’s Offer 
of Trade 


Soviet Russia is making another 
effort to do business with Canada. 
The latest offer is conveyed to the 
Canadian Government by Lieut-Col. 
Mackie, former federal member for 
North Renfrew, who is acting as, 
intermediary between Moscow and| 
Ottawa. In brief the proposal is 
that Russia will place orders in Can- 
ada for agricultural machinery to a 
value of $10,000,000. This is to be 
paid for on a basis of two-thirds in 
gold and on-third in coal. 

The offer constitutes a difficult 
problem for the Ottawa administra- 
tion, It must be either refused or 
accepted. Refusal would inevitably 
be followed by an _ imtensive war 
against our outside markets by Rus- 
sian products, and especially wheat. 
Colonel Mackie, in a Montreal state- 
ment, throws some new light on-Rus- 
sia’s potentialities as a wheat com- 
petitor. He points out that that 
country will export 330,000,000 bush- 
els of last year’s crop. It is not so 
long since Western Canada growers 
were told that the Russian wheat ex- 


port on last harvest would not ex-| 


ceed 40,000,000 bushels. The palp- 
able falsity of that statement has 
been evident long since. The prom-

COST OF, ROAD MAINTENANCE 

According to the annual report of 
the provincial department of public 
works, highway maintenance costs| 
are jumping at the rate of a million 
dollars and more a year. Hon. O. L. 
MsPherson states that where this | 
work cost $1,136,000 in 1928, it took 
$2,155,000 to keep the highways in 
good shape in 1929. Lamt year it 
is indicated ‘‘maintenance costs will 
show an increase of at least equiv- 
alent to that of the previous season.’ 

These figures give a very clear | 
lidea of the importance of the work 
| being carried on by the provincial re- 
search body to develop a fairly cheap 


and efficient road-surfacing material 
|out of the bituminous sands at Mc- 
Murray. When that is done, there | 
will be not only great activity in the | 
north, resulting increasing business 
for the railway, but a corresponding 
saving to the province in the yearly 


upkeep of ite highways. 
| Some interesting facts on highway | 


maintenance were given recently by 
the district road engineer at Leth- 
bridge. In 1924 this work was done 
by occasional dragging, mostly by 
farmers as opportunity occurred. In 
1927 regular horse patrols were used 
which, by 1930 had been replaced by 
motor patrol graders. The replace- 
ment cost of gravel runs as high as 
$600 per mile annually, while sur- 
face maintenance costs approximately 
$350 per mile and the laying of oil 


| coating to settle the dust adds ano- | 


ther $500 per mile per year. As by 
the end of July this year, Alberta will 
have 1,875 miles of standard grade 
road and 1,430 of gravelled highway, 
a simple sum of arithmetic will give 
a good idea of maintenance costs. 

If, however, some form of hard sur- 


face is used, with lasting qualities, | 


maintenance costs can be very ma- 
terially reduced. The reduction more 
than compensates for the higher or- 
iginal cost. It may be confidently 
predicted, therefore, that the day of 


hard surfaced highways in Alberta 
is near at hand.
